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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

At  the  annual  election  in  March,  Wallace  S.  Carter  was  re¬ 
elected  Selectman  for  a  three  year  term.  The  Board  organized  on 
March  8  as  follows:  George  J.  P.  Stevens,  Chairman;  John  E. 
Flynn,  Clerk;  and  Wallace  S.  Carter,  third  member. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Merrimac  Light  Department  per¬ 
sonnel  met  a  number  of  times  with  representatives  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  area  legislators  and  were  success¬ 
ful  in  obtaining  permission  to  install  street  lights  on  the  new  Broad 
Street,  constructed  in  connection  with  Interstate  495.  Four  of  these 
lights  were  funded  by  the  State  and  the  remainder  by  the  Town. 

hi  April,  Chief  of  police,  Alexander  M.  Sullivan,  reached  man¬ 
datory  retirement  age  and  his  retirement  became  effective  at  the 
end  of  the  month .  Maurice  Carey  was  appointed  chief  of  police  to 
replace  Mr.  Sullivan.  At  a  special  town  meeting  in  June,  funds 
were  appropriated  to  defray  the  cost  of  additional  communication 
equipment  and  to  hire  one  more  full  time  police  officer  and  also  to 
provide  more  time  for  the  clerk  of  the  department.  Later  an  addi¬ 
tional  full  time  officer  was  appointed  to  cover  days  off  of  regular 
officers;  a  duty  which  had  formerly  been  performed  by  special  po¬ 
lice  officers. 

A  Jury  List  was  prepared  and  during  the  year  the  Board  drew 
the  names  of  six  Merrimac  residents  to  serve  as  jurors. 

The  combined  efforts  of  the  public  health  nurse ,  the  welfare 
department  and  the  Board  of  Health  resulted  in  a  successful  Medi¬ 
care  Alert  Day  so  that  all  eligible  Merrimac  residents  were  reg¬ 
istered  prior  to  a  deadline  date .  After  many  meetings  with  state 
health  officials  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting  as  the  Board  of 
Health,  was  successful  in  having  the  Merrimac  Health  Department 
certified  for  reimbursements  under  the  Medicare  program. 

Mrs.  Pearl  Whiting,  town  accountant,  resigned  her  position 
in  June  for  reasons  of  health  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  C.  MacKenzie,  a 
former  town  office  employee,  was  hired  to  replace  Mrs.  Whiting. 

hi  August,  Mr.  Frederick  Ingraham  was  appointed  plumbing 
inspector,  a  position  made  mandatory  by  the  inactment  of  state 
legislation. 


On  October  1,  George  J.  P.  Stevens  resigned  from  the  Board 
e cause  o  increased  demands  on  his  time  from  a  change  in  his 
employment.  A  special  election  was  held  and  Raymond  P.  David 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Board  reorganized  as  follows: 
JohnE.  Flynn,  Chairman;  Wallaces.  Carter,  Clerk  and  Raymond 
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P.  David,  third  member.  Mr.  David  resigned  from  the  Board  of 
Light  and  Water  Commissioners  and  John  F.  McCarron  was  appoint¬ 
ed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Three  new  applications  for  1967  liquor  licenses  were  processed 
in  December.  Public  hearings  were  held  and  licenses  were  granted 
for  all  alcoholic  beverages  at  Ryan’s  Restaurant  and  a  wine  and  malt 
beverage  package  store  license  to  Frank  C.  Casazza,  Sr.  The  ap¬ 
plication  of  Frank  C.  Casazza,  Jr.  and  Anthony  J.  Casazza,  d/b/a 
Tony's  Sandwich  Shop,  for  a  wine  and  malt  beverage  license  was 
denied . 

During  the  year,  35  building  permits  were  issued  by  the  Board 
for  an  estimated  value  of  $166,897.00  in  new  construction  and 
$60,700.00  in  alterations  and  repairs  to  existing  buildings. 

In  December,  Merrimac  joined  other  area  communities  in  affil¬ 
iating  with  the  Haverhill  Community  Action  Commission,  Inc.  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  reimbursement  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Economic  Opportunity  Acts  of  1964. 

Town  meeting  vote  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  name  five  per¬ 
sons  to  serve  on  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Merrimac  Industrial 
Development  Commission  and  the  following  were  named  to  this  com¬ 
mittee:  Peter  F.  Smiles,  Walter  S.  Perkins,  Milton  H.  Smith, 
Edward  W.  Maguire  and  James  Hume. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town 
of  Merrimac,  town  officials  and  area  Representatives  to  the  State 
Legislature  for  the  coope  ration  we  have  received  during  the  past 
year .

REPORT  OF  THE  GAS  INSPECTOR 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac. 

On  October  11,  1966  I  was  appointed  gas  inspector  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  At  that  time  a  set  of  rules  were  put  into  being,  govern¬ 
ing  the  installation  of  gas  piping  and  gas  appliances .  Tnese  rules 
were  put  into  effect  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  residents  of 
Merrimac.  These  rules  and  regulations  comply  with  the  State  Code 
and  Gas  Regulatory  Board .  There  have  been  no  violations  to  date , 
although  several  corrections  have  been  made  to  comply  with  the  law 
governing  gas  installations. 

Since  October  I  have  inspected  and  passed  13  permits.  Gas 
installers  have  been  cooperative.

BUILDING  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Residents  of  Merrimac: 

The  Merrimac  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  held  bi¬ 
weekly  meetings  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year . 

During  this  time  rearrangements  and  final  plans  were  completed 
by  the  architect  and  committee. 

The  name  chosen  for  the  school  by  the  committee  is  RED  OAK 
SCHOOL. 

Due  to  the  architects’  delay  in  completing  the  plans  and  the  rise 
in  building  costs,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Committee  to  ask  for  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $198,000. 

A  special  town  meeting  was  held  in  September  and  the  sum  of 
$198,000.00  was  voted  by  the  people.  This  brought  the  total  cost 
of  the  school  to  $772,528.00. 

On  October  5  the  general  contract  was  signed  with  the  Gilkey 
Construction  Co.  of  Watertown. 

The  ground  breaking  ceremonies  were  held  October  17  and 
work  on  the  school  continued  until  December  24  when  11%  of  the 
project  had  been  completed. 

Work  will  resume  in  the  spring  of*1967  so  as  to  assure  the 
school  being  ready  for  occupancy  for  September  1967. 

The  resignation  of  Wilbur  L.  Allen  as  member  and  chairman 
was  accepted  at  the  November  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 


The  first  six  months  of  the  year  was  involved  with  many  meet¬ 
ings  with  nurse  and  State  Public  Health  Officials  and  Board  of  Health 
members .  After  much  deliberation  it  was  decided  not  to  regionalize 
with  the  Haverhill  Visiting  Nurses  Association.  After  this  decision 
was  made,  much  work  had  to  be  done  in  order  that  Merrimac  be  a 
certified  agency  to  receive  reimbursement  from  Medicare.  The 
bulk  of  this  work  was  clerical. 

During  the  year  clinics  were  held  for  the  following:  D.P.  T. 
(March,  April  and  May)  Measles,  Polio,  Tine  Testing  (T.  B. ) 
and  Flue.  A  successful  Rabis  clinic  was  held  in  June  with  92 
animals  vaccinated.  Dr.  Lyons  volunteered  his  services  at  this 
clinic.  A  $1.50  fee  was  charged  to  cover  the  cost  of  vaccine  and 
tags  and  the  profit  went  to  the  Veterinarian  Scholarship  Fund.

follow-up  work;  crippled  children  follow-ups;  and,  carried  out  the 
pre-mature  babies  program.  I  am  prepared  to  carry  out  a  maternal 
health  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  LIGHT  BOARD 


The  Merrimac  Light  Department  last  year  reduced  its  line  loss 
to  9%  -  a  goal  the  department  has  been  working  toward  for  the  past 
three  years. 

The  reduction  was  accomplished  by  using  larger  overhead  con¬ 
ductors  ,  changing  locations  of  transformers ,  eliminating  conductors 
that  were  of  no  use  and  using  165  KVA  capacitors  throughout  the 
system . 

In  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance  work  and  service  installa¬ 
tions,  a  new  pole  line  was  conducted  on  Broad  St.  and  access  roads 
to  Route  495  and  mercury  lights  installed.  A  three-phase  line  was 
constructed  on  Church  St.  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  the  new  Red 
Oak  Elementary  School. 

A  notable  increase  has  been  noted  in  installation  of  electric 
hot  water  heaters,  ranges  and  dryers  during  the  past  year,  which 
increases  the  sale  of  electricity  and  benefits  the  town. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  have  a  new  substation  in  operation  in 
the  summer  of  1967.  This  will  feed  the  town  in  two  directions  with 
a  third  available  and  will  give  the  town  better  regulated  service  and 
better  protection  against  outage. 

Another  study  of  rates  has  been  planned  with  the  expectation 
that  the  rates  will  be  lowered. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  department  are  due  largely  to  the 
cooperation  of  the  crew  members ,  and  the  management  wishes  to 
extend  its  thanks  to  them  and  to  the  townspeople.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 


THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


Notable  progress  in  up-dating  the  water  system  was  made  in 
1966.  Improvements  were  made  in  accordance  with  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  Haley  and  Ward,  hie.  ,  engineering  firm  of  Waltham,  and 
are  part  of  a  long  range  program  begun  two  years  ago  to  correct 
problems  in  the  system.  Since  the  program  was  established  the 
town  has  been  metered  and  land  at  Sargents  Gravel  Pit  has  been 
purchased  for  a  new  well  field.  Prior  to  that  time  no  major  im¬ 
provements  were  made  in  the  system  since  its  installation  in  1904. 

Last  year  23  wells  were  washed  and  rated  and  three  wells  re¬ 
placed.  This  has  been  necessary  to  some  extent  each  year  because 
excess  pumping  -  sometimes  as  much  as  24  hours  a  day  -  allowed 
no  time  for  wells  to  recharge.  Under  normal  conditions  wells  are 
cleaned  and  rated  about  every  five  years. 

First  records  of  water  sales  -  from  a  90%  completion  of  in¬ 
stallation  of  water  meters  -  and  records  of  actual  pumpage  showed 
a  considerable  variation  which  seemed  to  indicate  the  possibility 
of  leakage .  A  series  of  tests  conducted  by  the  department  during 
the  low  consumption  hours  of  the  night  showed  some  leakage  which 
was  corrected.  The  discrepancy  continued  however,  and  further 
tests  were  made  which  finally  pinpointed  the  trouble  area  at  the 
pumping  station  road. 

A  section  of  10  inch  main  removed  there  showed  iron  rust 
encrustations  and  sand  deposits  reducing  the  size  of  the  main  to 
4  to  5  inches.  Because  of  the  reduced  capacity  of  the  mains  the 
pumps  had  been  operating  under  high  discharge  and  constant  pump¬ 
ing  was  necessary. 

The  section  of  main  was  replaced,  the  venturi  meter  tube 
cleaned,  sand  chambers  cleaned  and  valves  replaced.  Pumping 
houis  were  substantially  reduced,  resulting  in  considerable  sav¬ 
ings  in  wages  and  power  as  well  as  giving  better  supply  and  correct- 
ing  a  previously  hazardous  condition  in  the  event  of  serious  fire 
during  the  peak  water  usage  season.  Also,  wells  now  will  be  able 
to  recharge  and  will  no  longer  need  yearly  attention. 


Calgon  treatment  equipment  was  installed  and  treatment  begun 
which  will  keep  the  mains  free  from  further  encrustations . 


A  recent  report  from  the  engineering  firm  shows  that  the  pump 
now  operates  at  390  GPM  at  system  pressure.  Intermittent  opera¬ 
tion  at  this  rate  for  12  to  14  hours  daily  results  in  a  drawdown  in 
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the  well  field  of  2  to  3  feet.  Measurements  will  be  taken  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  safe  yield  during  this  next  season. 

Work  has  begun  on  a  program  for  main  line  gate  installations. 
A  program  has  been  established  for  connecting  dead  ends  and  re¬ 
placing  hydrants  and  gate  branches.  Two  dead  ends  -  at  Winter  St. 
and  at  Pine  St.  -  were  connected  in  1966.  Six  hydrants  and  gate 
valves  were  replaced. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  the  department  has  continued 
regular  maintenance  work,  repaired  services  and  installed  new 
services . 

Recommendations  for  future  improvements  include  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  new  source  of  water  supply  from  the  Sargent  well  field, 
with  connection  lines  and  standpipe  storage.  Also  recommended  is 
an  automatically  operated  water  pump  which  would  result  in  an  es¬ 
timated  ten-year  saving  in  wages  of  nearly  $60,000.00.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  organized  with  the  following 
elected  officers: 

Chairman  Cecile  C.  Sargent 

Clerk  Jean  S.  Stuart 

Member  Ubell  D.  Morgan 

meeting  twice  a  month  on  Mondays  with  the  local  administrator  to 
review  the  administration  of  all  categories  of  Public  Assistance. 

The  total  caseload  has  increased  to  90  Adult  cases  and  40  el¬ 
igible  Children. 

Old  Age  Assistance  category  has  decreased  -  due  to  the  decease 
of  many  of  the  recipients.  However,  the  Medical  Assistance  cat¬ 
egory  has  substantially  increased  -  as  has  also  the  A.F.D.C.  and 
Disability  Assistance  categories. 

Effective  September  1,  1966  a  new  category  under  Title  XIX 
replaced  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  program  providing 
medical  assistance  to  certain  persons  in  addition  to  the  aged. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  this  new  program,  the  Old  Age  Assistance, 
Disability  Assistance,  and  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Chil¬ 
dren  programs  now  provide  for  maintenance  of  recipients;  whereas, 
the  Medical  Assistance  program  provides  for  their  medical  needs. 
Eligibility  factors  for  this  program  are  in  accordance  with  Federal 
and  State  requirements . 

On  October  1,  1966,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  provisions 
of  law,  payments  for  the  purpose  of  this  new  program  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  calendar  year  1966  -  was  made  by  the  transfer  of 
appropriations  previously  made  for  the  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assistance  and  Medi¬ 
cal  Assistance  for  the  Aged  categories,  to  Medicaid. 

All  programs  except  General  Relief,  use  Federal  Reimburse¬ 
ment  Funds  to  supplement  the  Town  appropriations.  "Social  Serv¬ 
ices"  now  incorporated  in  our  administration  program  is  now  re¬ 
imbursed  by  the  Federal  Government  75%. 

During  this  past  year  we  have  been  involved  in  several  new 
plans  that  have  been  adopted. 

1.  Medicare  that  went  into  effect  in  July  1,  1966  covering 
Hospitalization  Insurance  and  voluntary  Medical  Insurance . 

2.  Special  Age  -  72  Social  Security  Payments. 

3.  Real  Estate  abatement  for  the  elderly.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Merrimac,  Massachusetts: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Police 
Department.  This  report  is  from  May  1,  1966  through  December 
31,  1966. 

On  May  1 ,  1966  I  was  appointed  Chief  of  Police  to  fill  the  va¬ 
cancy  left  by  Chief  Alexander  M.  Sullivan  who  retired  April  30, 

1966. 

On  July  1st,  one  officer  was  added  and  appointed  a  Sergeant, 
and  another  officer  was  added  to  fill  in  for  days  off.  The  Police 
Station  was  cleaned  up  and  arranged  to  give  more  room  to  the  in¬ 
adequate  space  we  have. 

A  Communication  Center  has  been  set  up  in  the  Police  Station 
in  order  to  dispatch  all  of  the  Town  Dept’s  in  an  emergency.  This 
will  save  money  in  the  long  run  as  the  Fire  Dept's  of  Merrimac, 
Haverhill ,  Methuen ,  Georgetown ,  Groveland  and  West  Newbury  can 
be  contacted  through  this  communication  center.  The  Police  Dept’s 
and  their  cruisers  from  the  towns  of  Amesbury,  Salisbury,  Newbury- 
port,  Newbury,  Boxford,  Rowley  and  West  Newbury  and  of  course 
our  own  cruiser,  the  Sgt.  ’s  car  and  the  Chief’s  car  can  be  contacted 
through  our  communication  center. 
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The  Light  Department’s  trucks  can  also  be  contacted  through 
our  communication  center  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  town  will  pur¬ 
chase  radio’s  (on  the  Light  Dept’s  frequency)  for  the  Highway  Dept, 
so  they  will  also  be  contacted  through  the  communication  center. 

This  communication  center  has  proven  very  effective  just  in 
the  short  time  that  it  has  been  installed ,  but  in  order  for  it  to  be 
100%  effective,  it  must  be  manned  24  hours  a  day  so  that  any  emer¬ 
gency  can  be  handled  with  dispatch. 

This  year  I  am  asking  you,  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac  to  in¬ 
crease  your  protection  by  adding  two  additional  Police  Officers  in 
order  that  there  will  be  full  24  hour  coverage  at  the  communication 
center  and  on  the  street. 

This  year  1966  has  brought  crimes  into  our  town  which  we  have 
never  before  experienced  such  as  armed  robbery,  assault  with  a 
dangerous  weapon,  etc.  When  you  or  I  cannot  sit  down  and  enjoy 
the  peace  of  our  own  homes  without  someone  knocking  on  our  door 
and  sticking  a  revolver  at  our  person  and  demanding  our  money, 
then  I  think  it  is  about  time  something  was  done  about  it.  Several 
homes  were  broken  into  and  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  valuable 
jewelry,  some  of  which  cannot  be  replaced,  were  stolen,  also 
colored  T.V.  sets,  radios,  clocks  and  miscellaneous  items  have 
been  stolen.  I  feel  that  if  we  had  more  patrols  our  checking,  some 
of  these  crimes  could  have  been  either  prevented  or  caught  in  the 
act  of  being  committed.  It  is  with  your  protection  in  view  that  I 
make  these  recommendations. 

Included  in  this  report  you  will  note  all  the  crimes  committed 
from  May  1st  through  December  31,  1966.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  bon  ow  money  from 
time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1967  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  theiefore , 
payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be 
given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year ,  in  accordance  with  Sec¬ 
tion  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  1966. 
The  five  members  on  this  Committee  supervise  the  elementary 
program  in  this  Town.  Three  members  from  this  Committee  serve 
as  representatives  on  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee. 

For  the  report  on  secondary  education  see  the  Pentucket  Regional 
School  Report. 

Pupil  Housing 

During  1966  the  building  on  Union  Street  continued  to  house  all 
our  elementary  school  children.  The  continued  use  of  the  all-pur¬ 
pose  room  for  two  class  sections  and  the  use  of  the  remedial  room 
for  a  section ,  permitted  operating  the  entire  student  population  on 
a  normal  day.  This  prevented  platooning.  However,  it  was  nec¬ 
essary  to  organize  some  extra  large  class  sections.  This  was  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  more  advantageous  than  any  alternate. 

It  is  now  expected  that  the  recently  approved  bond  issue  will 
allow  the  Building  Committee  to  have  the  new  elementary  school 
on  Church  and  Winter  Streets  ready  by  September  (1967).  This 
school  was  planned  with  9  classrooms,  a  special  education  room 
and  2  kindergarten  rooms.  Based  on  available  enrollment  projec¬ 
tions  this  building  should  accommodate  the  elementary  school  pro¬ 
gram  for  many  years . 

In  assigning  pupils  beginning  in  September  (distribution  of  pu¬ 
pils  to  buildings) ,  the  school  population  indicates  the  following  or¬ 
ganization.  All  pupils  now  walking  to  school  will  attend  the  El¬ 
ementary  School  on  Union  Street.  Present  students  that  are  riding 
(bus  transportation)  will  attend  the  new  school  with  the  exception 
of  first  graders  who  will  be  picked  up  on  the  usual  bus  runs  but 
will  attend  the  school  on  Union  Street.  Each  school  will  have  a 
kindergarten  room.  Each  kindergarten  will  have  a  morning  and 
afternoon  session,  with  pupils  attending  one  session  only,  either 
the  morning  or  the  afternoon  session.  A  summary  assignment  of 
classroom  schedules  is  shown  here.

Under  Public  Law  #89-10,  Merrimac  has  $5,120.00  allotted 
under  Title  I.  A  Saturday  morning  program  entitled  Language  Skills 
for  Retarded  Readers  was  organized  and  conducted.  The  program 
was  operated  for  improving  pupil  skills  and  also  to  bring  about  bet¬ 
ter  teaching  of  these  children .  On  both  counts  the  program  was 
considered  successful.  Under  Title  II  (Library)  of  this  same  law, 
$1,597.32  was  allotted  for  library  books.  These  were  purchased 
and  made  part  of  the  library  resources. 

Under  Public  Law  #85-864  (National  Defense  Education  Act) , 
Merrimac  was  entitled  to  $693 . 00 .  A  program  in  Geography  was 
presented  and  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Maps, 
globes  and  charts  were  purchased  for  the  upper  elementary  grades . 
This  law  provides  a  50%  reimbursement  for  approved  expenditures 
whereas  under  89-10  the  projects  were  completely  underwritten  by 
Federal  Funds. 


Educational  Programs 

The  regular  classroom  instructional  program  continues  to  pro¬ 
vide  instruction  for  most  of  our  children  who  do  not  need  special 
treatment.  In  addition  we  have  transported  6  children  to  the  Special 
Education  class  in  West  Newbury.  With  the  opening  of  the  new 
school  we  will  be  able  to  provide  a  class  for  these  children  in  our 
own  schools .  In  addition  we  have  two  children  attending  Special 
Education  Classes  in  Haverhill,  and  one  in  the  Canton  Hospital. 

During  1966  we  were  able  to  provide  on  a  two-day  a  week  basis 
the  services  of  a  Speech  Therapist  for  children  with  speech  impair¬ 
ments.  The  progress  of  these  children  in  overcoming  their  handi¬ 
caps  has  been  rewarding.  The  Town  also  supports  8  students  at 
the  Haverhill  Trade  School  where  vocational  interests  are  pursued. 
In  review,  we  note  that  educational  progress  has  been  made  and  we 
hope  to  continue  to  serve  your  best  interests .

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PENTUCKET  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  ANNUAL  REPORT  1966 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  submits  the  follow¬ 
ing:  report  for  1966.  The  Committee  met  in  35  sessions  on  matters 
relating  to  the  regular  operation  of  the  school  and  the  junior  high  school 
now  under  construction.  In  addition  there  were  8  meetings  with 
the  Teachers'  Association  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  763 
(Collective  Bargaining)  which  one  or  more  members  attended. 

Progress  on  the  construction  of  the  junior  high  school  is  on 
schedule.  The  filed  sub-bids  were  received  on  January  31st;  the 
general  contract  bids  were  opened  February  7th.  On  February  24th 
the  General  Contract  for  the  construction  of  the  junior  high  school 
building  was  signed  with  the  E.G.  Blanchard  Company  for  $1,837,926.00. 
Contracts  have  also  been  awarded  for  the  following  special  areas: 
cafeteria  kitchen;  language  laboratory;  science  rooms;  home¬ 
making  rooms  and  art  rooms .  The  building  should  be  complete  by 
September  and  occupancy  of  the  school  is  expected.  The  opening 
of  the  new  building  will  relieve  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  building  and  bring  to  an  end  platooning. 

The  organization  pattern  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  begin¬ 
ning  in  September  1967  will  be:  Grades  7,  8  and  9  will  occupy  the 
new  junior  high  building;  Grades  10,  11  and  12  will  continue  to  be 
housed  in  the  present  building.  The  administration  of  the  school 
will  be  under  one  principal  with  an  assistant  principal  in  each  build¬ 
ing.  Normal  school  hours  will  be  observed,  although  it  is  expected 
that  a  slight  variation  from  the  previous  8:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m. 
time  schedule  will  be  in  force. 


Expenditures  and  Reimbursements 

The  detailed  itemization  of  the  1967  budget  can  be  found  at  the 
end  of  this  report.  This  portion  of  our  report  will,  therefore,  deal 
with  the  income  from  various  sources  on  account  of  school  costs  and 
operation.  The  biggest  legislative  change  in  defraying  school  costs 
came  with  the  elimination  of  Chapter  70  and  the  enactment  of  Chap¬ 
ter  14  (Sales  Tax) .  We  quote  from  the  law: 

SECTION  40.  The  purpose  of  the  financial  assistance  provided 
by  this  chapter  shall  be  to  promote  the  equalization  of  educa¬ 
tional  opportunity  in  the  public  schools  of  the  commonwealth 
and  the  equalization  of  the  burden  of  the  cost  of  school  support 
to  the  respective  cities  and  towns.  Assistance  provided  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  designated  as  school  aid. 

In  determining  the  amounts  paid  by  the  commonwealth  in  nine- 
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teen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  amounts  paid  to  regional  school  dis¬ 
tricts  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  received  by  each  city  or  town 
in  such  district  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  expenditures  of  such 
district  which  it  is  required  to  pay  bear  to  the  total  expenditures 
of  such  district. 

In  terms  of  dollars  the  respective  towns  received  approxi¬ 
mately  the  following  reimbursements  from  the  Commonwealth  in 
1966  in  categories  which  were  replaced  by  the  new  law.
